Tt takes time and patience to 
bu ild a real team .” said Chu ck. 
“ Ou r present team is the resu lt of 
more than 10 years of hard work 
and planning.

predicted three years ago 
the New York Yankees were dying 
at the grass roots — and they 
were. They u sed to have 
good 
prospects on all their farm clu bs, 
bu t a few years ago that crop be­ 
gan to die ou t. 
“ The reason was simple. The 
other

aggressive at signing u p green tal-; 
ent. Bu t they had to overcome 
a 20-year head start by the Yan­ 
kees. 
“ Last year there were 11 you ng 
players we wanted, ranging all the 
way from Canada to Venezu ela 
We ended u p with six of them. A 
good team is always rebu ilding.” 
Comiskev is prou d of the 1959

su re it will go on to win its first 
World Series since 1917. 


How big a role Chu ck will play 
in the fu tu re destiny of the White 
Sox remains to be seen. The Co- 
miskev clan is noted for its in­ 
ternal fu ssing and fighting. 
Last March a syndicate headed 
by Bill Yeeck, one of the greatest 
showmen in baseball, bou ght the 
majority interest in the White Sox 
from Chu ck’s sister, Dorothy Rig 
ney. 
Chu ck retains a 46 per cent in­ 
terest and his job as execu tive 
vice president. The big fellow — 
he’s 6 feet 2. weighs 205 — also 
has 
a 
lot 
of his 
grandfather's 
fighting spirit. 
He isn’t likelv to be satisfied 


with a figu rehead title, particu ­ 
larly since he 
believes he has 


proved he had the baseball know­ 


how to help pu t the White Sox at 


the top. He intends to go right on 
wearing grandpa’s toga.
